PRESENT KNOWLEDGE OF THE BEL. 

The eel bee long figured as one of the most mysterious of auimalB 
For 3,280 years It has been tbe object of more or less discussion. 
Aristotle maintained that It “ Is born of worms produced by mud; 
Plluy, that It rube Itself against rocks,from the fragments of which 
young eels are born.” Thus from the fourth century before 
Christ, to the year 1878, tbe eel has beeo the sffilcted object of 
all manner of absurd theories from a long list of Investigators. 
In the year mentioned, Dr. Syrskl read his observations on the 
Italian eel, A rulgarti, before the Academy of Natural Sciences 
at Trieste. Investigations were begun on the 39th of November, 
1878, and the second eel opened showed tbe generative organs of 
the male. This was the first male eel discovered, the announce- 


Blfta and Caughdenoy, Battle Island, where the fisheries origl- 
nsted, has been continuously fished for over eighty years Mr. 
Charles Peckham, a lock-tender on the Oswego canal,, who now 
rents the weirs there, gave me the Information concerning the 
fishery, which Is here reproduced In brief. The best catch was 
obtained in 1888, when $800 worth of eels were secured, an 
equivalent of 11,500 pounds dressed. For several years past the 
catches have been light, not worth over $300 per year, owing to' 
tho water which has never been so low as during 1880. The 
market for this fishery is chiefly now among the canal boats. 
Eels are also shipped to Fulton, four miles distant, and Oswego, 
eight miles away. The following table gives the best approxi¬ 
mate result of the fishery for eighty years that could be obtained:

An average 
value of seven cents per pound Is made use of here, which value 
Is generally agreed upon by all fishermen. 

PULTON. 

At Fulton Lewis Fuller has fished since 1846. The river has 
been fished here for fifty years. The following statistics were se¬ 
cured at this point:

Fifty years at $800, Is equal to $40,000, an equivalent of 571,000 
pounds dressed eels, or 881,000 live eels. 

The largest catch ever made at this point was 1,150 ppunds In 
one night, an equivalent of 800 live eels. The number of live 
eels are obtained in this manner: an average eel weighs two 
pounds. One-third of this Is lost In dressing. Now, to the sum. 
ber of pounds of dressed eels add one-third tbe weight and divide 
the result by two, which will give an approximate Idea of the num¬ 
ber of live eels. The marketsfor Fulton eels are Rochester,Buffalo, 
Syracuse, Oswego, Chicago and Fulton. Chicago receives its 
supply mainly from eels shipped to Syracuse, the greater ship¬ 
ments being In cold weather.

PHYSICS OP THE 

RIVER. 




The phyBlcs of the Oswego river has been a peculiarly Inter¬ 
esting study to me. I have already covered the subject In an 
article published In the Amtriean Naturalist for February, 
1880, entitled the “ Water Sheds of the 8tate of New York,” from 
which I take the following Information: 

“ The moat powerful water shed of the state Is drained by the 
Oswego River. Its area contains no less than seven thousand 
square miles of territory. It comprises tbe well-known chain of 
lakes, some of which are of considerable size and Importance— 
the Oneida, Cayuga, Seneca, etc., amounting to over four hun¬ 
dred square miles of lake surface. Besides beiDg In themselves 
natural reservoirs, tbe state has further Improved Seneca lake so 
as to regulate the periodical flow of the water. The average flow 
of the water Is thus secured at about 600,000 cubic feet per 
minute. Twenty miles above tbe mouth of the Oswego River Is 
Three River Point. From this place, down stream, there Is a fall 
of water amounting to seventy-five feet. This space is taken up 
by seven dams erected and maintained by the state. Of these, 
two are situated at Oswego, covering a fall of forty feet. These 
dams accord hydraulic privileges equal to 25,000 horse power. 
But a moderate outlay Is required to keep tbe flow In the river 
near the average for the year. 150,000 cubic feet of this water 
supply Is In actual use In Oswego, where tbe canals are pro¬ 
vided for the reception which furnishes 83 runs of first-class 
water, and 37 of the second class. 

“Two dams are situated at Fulton with 20,000 horsepower. 
At this point the water privileges are easiest available, although 
Oswego has the greater representation of Industries. 

“ The Oswego River water shed produces clear cold water, 
which Is perfectly under control of man, no matter what the cir¬ 
cumstances or exigencies. The river bank forms a line teeming 
with Industries, with millions of dollars Invested. This water 
supply never endangers the lives of citizens or encroaches on

ment of wblch was sent to the Academy of Sciences at Vienna. 
The same Investigator continued his observations, rectified 
many mistakes concerning the organs of reproduction In tbe 
female, and gave much additional Information. Later on Prof. 
Packard “ detected tbe mother cells and Mr. Kingsley observed 
moving, active spermatozoa.” Tbe knowledge of the breeding 
grounds of the eel was bound up In the following expression, 
taken from page 447 of Packard’s Zoology: “ It Is probable that 
the eel descends rivers In October and November, spawning In 
Autumn and early Winter at tbe mouth of rivers, and In harbors 
and estuaries In shallow water.” This sentence really expresses 
all that was conjectured or known about tbe breeding grounds of 
tbe eel up to within a few short monthB. About the time I was 
making my observations aloug the Oswego river, a double article 
appeared lb the New York Times, tho first producing evidence 
confirmatory to the theory of breeding In the mouths of rivers 
and the other, by John G. Sawyer, showing that eels may breed 
In any soft mud of flowing water. This article was reprinted In 
supplement 289 of the Scientific American. My Investigations, I 
think, will show how near tbe truth the double Timet article 
was. 

OblGIN OF THE OSWEGO RIVER INDUSTRY. 

The eel Industries of tbe Oswego river are nearly ten decades 
old. Toward the close of the 18th century, one John Van Buren, 
erected a log-hut In tbe woods along the Oswego river, then re¬ 
garded aa the extreme western verge of American civilization. 
Following on hls track people began to settle around him, 
making tbe question of food supply the one most prominent to 
the hardy pioneers. The river rolled grandly by, uninterrupted 
by Its present dams or tbe bum of gigantic Industries. Its 
waters wem-stocked with Deb, among which common eels, then 
extraordinarily plenty, attracted tbe speculative attention of 
John Van Buren. He accordingly began a fishery and found a 
ready market among bis fellow neighbors. Thus was begun an 
Industry which has since assumed sufficient proportions to furn¬ 
ish profitable employment for many people. Let me say right 
here that Peter Van Buren, the son, succeeded tbe original John, 
and wsa followed by bis son Isaac In tbe fisheries. The latter 
lives to-day In a pleasant frame farm house, on the same spot 
where the first log-hut was erected years ago near Battle Island, 
famous In history. 

HISTORY OF THE INDUSTRY. 

There are five great fisheries on the Oewero river and Its tribu¬ 
taries, situated at Battle Island, Fulton, Horseshoe Dam, Jack’s 


. HOKSBBHOB DAK. 

Horseshoe dam Is situated four miles above Fulton, aud Is 
fished by Lewis and Levi Montague. It bas been fished for sixty- 
five years, and has an average value of $850 per year In Its fish¬ 
eries—an equivalent of $55,000 for that length of time, 790,000 
pounds of dressed eels, and 475,000 live eels. 

JACK'S RIFTS. 

“Jack’s Rifts” are situated on Seneca river about four miles up 
from Its Junction with the Oneida river, wblch streams together, 
combine to form tbe Oswego river. It Is a small fishery which 
has had an existence of twenty-five years. It Is the property of 
James Devlin, and I understand, bas had an average value of $300 
per annum, an equivalent of $7,500, 110,000 pounds of dressed 
eels and 73,000 live eels. 

I CAUGHDENOY. 

The most Important of these fisheries are situated at Caugh¬ 
denoy on Oneida river, twelve miles from Its junction with the 
Oswego river. They have been active for fifty years. There are 
some twenty men at work here day and night, who run ten weirs. 
One firm is composed of Jefferson A Nell Hopkins, David Buss 
and Frank Palmerton. It bas operated for twenty-two years. 
Their largest catch was In 1874, when $1,000 worth of eels were 
secured. The fishery for the specified time bas produced $16,- 
000, an equivalent of 160,000 pounds of dressed and 107,000 live 
eels. The markets for these fisheries are Fayetteville, Syracuse, 
Rochester and Amsterdam. Wm. Rblnes has fished for nine years 
here, for which he hse received $2,000, an equivalent of 32,000 
pounds of dressed and 14,000 live eels. Messrs. Guard and Van Ant¬ 
werp have fished for fourteen years, for which they have obtained 
$5,000, an equivalent of 55,000 pounds of dressed, and 186,000 
live eels. •

their property, but on the contrary, affords a roadway for Inland 
navigation through the canals wblch It feeds.” 

FIBHINO APPARATUS. 

It will be seen from the above that this great body of water has 
a tremendous current. It Is In tbe rapids and swift places that 
the weirs by which the eels are caught, are set. A weir, I may 
say to those who are unacquainted with Its structure, Is a large 
seive, or an oblong box, about 12 by 8 feet in size, open at the 
top, and one end, with a bottom of slats so arranged that 
the water may pass through. Fences, made eel tight, 
that Is, so constructed that water, but not eels, may pass 
through them, are run diagonally down (after the manner 
of the Illustration), from opposite sides of the river. The weirs, 
sometimes two and again one, are placed In the Intersections of 
tbe fences or leads. Eels are said to always run down stream, 
and when they arrive at a fence they take a lightning speed 
wblch throws them at the gates out Into the weirs, where a man 
usually stands to capture them. Tbe apparatus has been ren¬ 
dered in part useless during the past Summer by an unprecedented 
season of low water. It will be remembered that a great drouth 
has prevailed In the East this year, which accounts for It. Tbe 
•tate reservoirs were not sufficiently large to provide for such a 
season. Though quite low In 1873, It was lower on Sept. 18 
than It has been since 1849. Besides the drouth, other causes 
conspire to make low water. The Oswego river is lined with 
great manufacturing Interests wblcb require a large portion of 
tbe water to keep them running. The effect of these Is more aud 
more marked as one travels up tbe river. Low water has made 
eels scarce. No fisherman can count on more than from two to 
four hundred dollars worth of the fish this season. In fact, care¬ 
ful estimates show a gradual falling off, both In the eel and water 
supply tgr several years past. 

SEX- IN EELS. 

There Is no longer any question as to tbe difference between 
sexes In eels. The males are usually small and poor. On ac¬ 
count of this fact, few are taken by the fishermen. Being small 
they either escape through the weirs and fences, or are thrown out 
by the fisherman “ to grow," as they say. One fisherman whom 
I asked if he had ever seen a male eel, staled that he bad exam¬ 
ined the stomachs of a great many eels, but had never seen one. 
The reason why, Is obvious. In the first place he always exam¬ 
ined the largest female be could find, and In the next the organs 
of generation In the male are microscopic forms, hardly visible to 
the unaccustomed eye. There were three eels at the Exposition 
Just doted In this city, all of wblch, I believe, were males. 
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SPAWNING GROUNDS. 

Mr. Sawyer, Id tbe New York Times’ article alluded to, shows con¬ 
clusively that all eels do uot go to the sea to breed. I am convinced 
first, that eels do uot breed in tbe ocean; second, that some 
breed well Inland. I base my first opinion on well authenticated 
evidence that large eels are seldom found in the ocean, and that 
eels prefer and do breed In tbe deep mud at the mouths of rivers, 
at the head of high tide. Further on the ocean breeding of eels 
I have nothing to offer. As to their breeding Inland I have sat¬ 
isfactory (to me) proof. First, on the evidence of Mr. Sawyer, 
Who claims to have found them breeding In a pond near Saw-mill 
Rift, Delaware, bis home. 

I am convinced that eels breed In Oneida lake, for 
these reasons: Tbe fishermen alluded to In this paper 
generally state that eels breed there; It Is a great resort for 
the fish, and they are seen here In vast numbers during low 
water. In August the fishermen say tbe eels are “on 
tbe grass,” to use their own expression. Few eels are ever caught 
tn this month, the best fishing b lug from May Into July and 
from September through October. By “ on the grass ” 
the fishermen mean that In July they find them often 
In balls like snakes, Into wblcb a spear Is thrown, and mauy secured 
at once. They are found at this time amoDg what Is known as 
eel grass. Here they congregate and become pregnant. The eel 
grass grows In tbe soft mud with other weeds. The fishermen de¬ 
scribed to me a “jelly-like substance,” as they say, in chunks 
the size of the two fists, which they find here occasionally In the 
early Winter, which, from their description, Is probably 
eel spawn. 

Mr. Fuller described to me his experience with some of this 
spawn. He reserved a space on the edge of the river near his 
fishery at Fultou. He watched the growth of the minute fishes 
In embryo. One morning he visited his mlnature pen to discover 
that the young fry had escaped. True to their Instinct, the young 
eels had crawled out of their pen on their first exit from their 
confinement as embryos. It is a well established fact that young 
eels are adept In scaling almost any dam. Mr. Wesley, of Evans¬ 
ton, an old English fisherman, related to me several days since 
how forty years ago he used to watch youug eels In Springtime 
climb the rocks damming a small stream In the mother country. 
Their breeding habits were familiar to him as far back as 1830. 
His statements are entirely confirmatory to the fact of their spawn¬ 
ing In part In tide waters. 

But reverting agalo to the Inland eels, it will require nothing 
less than a marked female, let loose In Oneida lake and caught 
In the act of spawning in the tide waters of the St. Lawrence 
river, to convince me that these eels travel 800 or 1,000 miles to 
breed. 

As to young eels the fishermen have never seen them running 
up stream in the river In question, nor In the river at all. Every 
fisherman with whom I conversed claims that the eel breeds In 
Oneida lake. To cap tbe summit of my beliefs I will say that 
as soon as I began to arrange my material for this paper I exam¬ 
ined all my scientific data gathered through years, I might say 
since I was fifteen years of age, and found that In the Spring of 
1874, a friend and myself observed little eels, scarcely two and 
one-half loches In length, among the eel grass of a mill pond on 
Little Salmon river, at Mexico, Oswego county, New York. 

The following characteristic letter received a few days since 
tends to confirm tbe above: 

Hznmanvillk, N. Y., (IlOKBKsaoK Dak), Oct. 81, 1880. 

Wm. H. Ballot, Evan,ton. Ill., near Sir.-—1 received your letter In 
regard to catching eels, with pleasure. I have taken these fish here 
for forty-one years. My father commenced fishing after the war of 1812, 
and continued until he waa alxty-flveyears old. In 1864 I made $1,41X1, 
and this year will not receive more than $300. The greatest catch 1 
ever made tn one night was 1,400 poimds. I have five weirs. The 
Leather Stocking 9?ub of sportsmen made anch disturbance that I did 
not accomplish much dnrlng the forepart of the season. I know that 
eels breed In Oneida Lake. They hang on the eel-grusa there three or 
fonr days lu the month of Angust That la the time they become preg¬ 
nant, fori oever saw any preliminary signs of breeding at other times. 
1 keep one man In my employ. I sent eels aa far East as Albany last 
year, SDd have sent to your city (Chicago) and Philadelphia this Sum¬ 
mer. • » Yours trnly, Lzwia Montague.

column of young eels, open-mouthed, and devouring vast num 
be re of them. 

As a food for man the eel Is a favorite to those who have 
tasted Its meat smoked. Eels are shipped smoked, dressed and 
alive. Previous to being smoked they are salted for twenty-four 
hours, freshened and smoked over a cob fire from two to three. 
When dressed they are opened on the abdomen, skinned and 
shipped In powdered Ice. When shipped alive they are packe d 
In a barrel, with a chunk of Ice, In which w ay they will kaep 
twenty-four hours alive, and often longer. 

NATURAL DISTORT NOTES. 

Endurance.—Tbe subject referred to last, brings up an Inci¬ 
dent On my return from Canghdenoy to Fulton, one of the 
hotteet days In Summer, I put an eight-pound female eel In a 
small air tight wooden box. In this manner I kept It some five 
hours, carried It twenty miles on the care, and put It In a large 
tub of water where It lived thirty-six hours. 

On this subject Frank Auckland writes In Land and Water: 

The eel. as Is well-known, will live along time out of water. This 
habit la ofthe greatest service to him, a-* sometimes It Is necessary for 
him to migrate from place to place by an overland route. To ouable 
him to llvcout of tho Witer tbe eel baa a moat elaborate yet simple 
form oi mechanism, by mesne of which he Is enabled to keep hit gills 
moist even though ho Is not In tho water. It will be observed that tin 
mediately, or If not, very soon alter, on eel la taken out of the water 
two great swellings will take place on each side of tho head, and If the 
eel Is placed buckm t.e water this swelling will Immediately diiAp- 
peur. Let us now take a dead eel; we shall llud close to the pectoral 
fin. a slit lu the skin which acts as » valve. If we lake a probe and pass 
it through this silt we find that It enters a large cavity; next, take s 
pair ufsclss.ire aud cut open this cavity; Inside we shall find the gills 
proper. K Is this cavity which the eel has the marvelous power of fill- 
lug with water, aud keeplug a supply which shall not allow the gill 
fibers to adhere together, and thence of necessity stop respiration. This 
cavity Is.orconrsc, made of a large and looaesktu-llke membrane,which 
bolds the required quantity of water; but in order to enable him to fill 
a d empty this cavity, an elastic yet firm mechanism of some kindle 
absolutely necessary. 

See for yourself what a beautiful piece of machinery le provldod by 
the Creator. A fromew irk of very delicate boues, each bone connected 
with He neighbors by an elastic membrane of the consistency of gold 
boater's ektu, forms s feu-shaped covering over the gills; lw action Is 
very like. If not exactly the same as the action of an umbrella. When 
the eel wishes to take lu his water supply he, as It wore, opeue the urn- 
brellu-shapod framew ork and fills his reservoir; when he wishes to ex- 

f iel I lie water he, as It were, closes Ills umbrella, as his reservoir le no 
onger required to come Into actlou. 

If no cei bo taken out of tho water aud laid on the floor of a room, aud 
left there for some time. It will be accu that he will very eoou oxpaDd his 
reservoir. Alter a time be will be desirous to refill hie reservoir; lake him 
up, aud pul hie head into a basin; you will ace that he will immediately 
take two or three great gulps so as to restock his breathlug bags. It 1 b 
by this beautiful piece of mechanism that the eel is enabled to live so 
much longer out of water than any other fish; aud alBO. as I have stated 
before, lo shift hisquarters when It la desirable to do so. 

Mr. HopklDg of Caughdenoy told me that a dozen eels were 
kept In a crate anchored In the current for ten months without 
food. At the end of that time the box was let loose by a flood 
and Is floating now, for aught I know. Thg Incident illustratea 
the fact that fresh water Is the staple food of the eol, particu¬ 
larly the female. The eels were boxed for the express purpose 
of experimenting on breeding. Unfortunately the largest speci¬ 
mens were selected for the experiment, which were of course 
entirely females. I believe that If both males and females were 
put lo a large water crate, and arranged with soft mud and 
weeds on the bottom, they would breed at the proper time. 

Tenacity.—When an eel gets Into a slit In a weir, It squirms 
to get through. Tljgy are wedged In so tight sometimes that 
the fisherman simply cuts off and eaves the part remaining above 
the silts. 

The largest eel ever taken by tbe fishermen weighed twelve and 
one-half pounds, and waBcaught at Horseshoe Dam. 

A large catch on any particular night In tbe Fall Is regarded 
as foretelling a frost by fishermen. 

The length of life In the eel Is practically unknown. 

In conclusion, permit me to say In behalf of the now persecuted 
fishermen of the Oswego River and the elate of Delaware: 

That I believe their fence dams are of great benefit to the state 
In holding back and retaining the water when It Is low; 

that tbe eel Is a terrible enemy of game fish, particularly bass 
and tront, and Its extermination Is advantageous to the pro- 


I have already stated that for several years past eels have grown 
less and less In numbers, and that it waa In part due to the 
drouth and absorption of water by the mills. Let me elaborate. 
The average flow of the Oswego river la 600,000 cubic feet per 
minute. The water Is a foot lower this season than low water 
mark, reducing this flow from the average to not more than 400,- 
000 cubic feet per minute. 

This drouth has, no doubt, destroyed many eels be¬ 
cause, aa I shall show hereafter, they can live on rytter alone 
for a long time, and It Is necessary to have a good and fresh 
supply to Insure their keeping. Another note Is this: eels are 
taken most plentifully In heavy ralnstorme. They spend much 
time In the mud. Consequently when It rains tbe water Is 
rolled, and true to their Instinct, they are not disposed to dis¬ 
tinguish the difference between it and the soft mud. Since It 
has not rained during the last Summer they have retired deeper 
and deeper Into the mud to exist, and have not run In any num¬ 
bers. The extent of this mud In these Inland lakes la this: I 
have seen the top end of a fifteen foot pole disappear from sight 
In lt,wltbont, much effort on the part of the experimenter. I con¬ 
sequently think that the eels are not dlsappearlog from the river, 
but are simply awaiting heavy rains to appear again In vast num¬ 
bers. I should not be surprised If any excessive breeding during 
the past 8ummer bad been prevented by the drouth. 

FOOD OF EELS. 

The food of eels forms an Interesting study. They are among 
the most voracious of carnivorous fishes. They eat moat Inland 
fishes except the gar fish and the chub. Investigation of 600 
stomachs by Oswego river fishermen showed that the latter bony fish 
never had a place on their bill of fare. They are particularly 
fond of game fishes, and show tbe delicate taste of a connoisseur 
In tlielr selections from choice trout, bass, pickerel and shad. 
They fear not to attack any object when disposed, and their bite 
In human flesh shows even a vicious attitude toward man. On 
their hunting excursions they overturn huge and small stones 
alike, working for hours, If oecessary, beneath which they find 
speclesof shrimp and cray-flsh.of which they are exceedingly fond. 
Of shrimps they devour vast numbers. Their noses are poked 
Into every Imaginable hole. In their search for food, to the terror 
of innumerable small fishes. 

Eels are to the water wbat the fish hawk Is to the air. They 
are perhaps the most powerful aod rapid of natatorlans. Again, 
they hide In tbe mud beneath some log or overhanging rock aod 
dart out with tremendous fury at the unsuspecting prey. They 
attack the spawn of other fishes open-mouthed, and are even said 
to suck the eggs from an Impaled female. They fearlessly and 
rapidly dive head foremost In the mud, dlsappearlog from view 
In the twinkling of a star. They are owl-llke in their habits, com¬ 
mitting many of their depredations at night. 

EELS AS FOOD. 

No fish 1 b yet reported to utilize a grown eel as food. Pickerel, 
garfish and bass, which are particularly numerous In these lakes, 
are supposed to literally devour the young fry. Mr. Sawyer de¬ 
scribee the operation of tbe pickerel darting through a long 


tectlon of those fish; 

that the sportsmen of Northern New York who Ere endeavor¬ 
ing to pass laws to harass or break up tbe fisheries, are common 
enemies of a lawful Industry, the Interests of science, and 
the most enlightened views of this enlightened age. 

- Hro. Johnson Explains the Carp.

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Notes. 

The Pennsylvania Fish Commission.*— Referring to the last 
meeting of tbe Pennsylvania Fish Commissioners, the German¬ 
town Teleijraph states the principal business done was the con¬ 
sideration of the report to be made to the next legislature, which 
the commissioners ssy they have determined ahall be the most 
comprehensive Illustrated document on Pennsylvania fish ever 
published. But would It not be far better, If Instead of expend¬ 
ing money on an essay of this kind, which can be of little prac¬ 
tical value to the fishing Interests of the state, more effectual 
efforts were made to remove the fish-baskets along tbe Dela¬ 
ware and Susquehanna during the fishing Besson, now so much 
neglected? Tbe appointment of fish-wardens who tolerate the 
placing of del tractive traps within sight o( their houseB, and who 
for non-interference receive a share of the Illegal catch, as was 
done last fall on tbe Delaware above Stroudsburg, calls for a de¬ 
cided change In tbe misdirected attempts to protect the whole¬ 
sale deatructloo of the valuable food fish of that river. 

The Fisheries’ Indemnity. —Considerable dissatisfaction Is 
felt at St. Johns, N. B., In consequence of tbe British govern¬ 
ment’s willingness to pay tbe American claim for losses by the 
Fortune Bay outrage. The local legislature la strongly opposed 
to the payment, and It Is asserted that It will be the duty of the 
Dominion government to enter a firm protest In behalf of Cana¬ 
dian rights. Tbe generally expressed opinion of tbe Canadian 
confederation Is that the action of the mother country has placed 
them in a difficult position. Sometimes It Is never pleasant to 
apologize. 

Goukaml— The California State Fisheries Association have 
received from China a quantity of gouramt, a very fine food 
fish, for Introduction lo California waters, and onto California 
tables. Same of them are to be sent to Washington for propa¬ 
gation and distribution In all tbe rivers and lakea of the coun¬ 
try, where, It Is claimed, they will flourish. It Is said that they 
are superior to aalmon. 

Siberian Fisheries. —It appears that the Americans have 
recently found a new and valuable fishing ground off the Siberian 
coast, and the Russian government becoming aware of the en¬ 
croachment, has ordered the cruiser Taroalave to the Pacific coast 
to Intercept American fishing vessels. These fisheries are reputed 
to be far richer than those of Canada, and the country superior 
Id climate. 

Madison, Wis., Dec. 7.—Lake Mendota just now Is yielding 
up perch by the thousand. Fishermen are experiencing lively 
times. The sudden freezing up of our lakes put a stop to fishing 
for whitefish, which had begun to run In great numbers. Doc.

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

The Whippet. 

Tbe whippet, or snap dog, as It Is termed In several of tbe 
northern districts of tbe country, may scarcely be Bald to lay 
special claim to be considered a sporting dog, except In those 
parts of the country where It Is most appreciated. The whippet 
Is essentially a local dog, aod the breed Is little valued beyond 
the limits of the northern counties. In these, however, this dog 
Is held In high respect, and Its merits as a provider of the means 
of sport are highly esteemed. 

- Unfortunately for tbe dog, tbe uses to which be Is often placed 
have, naturally enough, done much to Injure his reputation In 
tbe sight of many who would otherwise have regarded him with 
a favorable eye. So maoy scandals have arisen from time to 
time In connection with the quasi-sport of rabblt-courslog, that 
many who would otherwise have felt disposed to do their best to 
elevate the breed lu popular estimation, have reluctantly been 
compelled to discontinue their efforts on Its behalf, on account 
of the unpleasant treatment they received from other admirers 
of tbe dog. 

Tbe special claims which the whippet possesses to be classed 
In tbe present Instance as a sporting dog are Its strong struc¬ 
tural resemblance to tbe modern greyhound, and Its association 
with rabbit-coursing and dog-racing. The latter, illegitimate 
sport» though they may appear to tbe mind of a sportsman un¬ 
acquainted with the localities where they are so eagerly pursued, 
^pinnot be disregarded when an unprejudiced view has to bo 
'taken of what constitutes sport in the minds of many of our fel¬ 
low-countrymen. In answer to any doubts that might arise on 
the subject, the only reply that can be made with safety would 
be a visit to those districts where the Inhabitants patronize rab- 
blt-courslng, which visit, we believe, would convince the most 
skeptical opponent of tbe Institution that at all events, when hon¬ 
estly carried oat, tbe recreation may legitimately be described as 
sport. . 

The whippet Is undoubtedly a cross-bred dog which has been 
brought Into existence to meet the exigencies of the sport with 
which R Is associated. Aa will be seen from the remarks of Mr. 
Rsper, later oo, It la supposed that In days gone by the English 
terrier pare and simple was good enough for what was wanted; 
but as time advanced a faster dog was required for carrying out 
what was required of him. Undoubtedly the greyhound was 
selected for the purpose of Improving the strain of rabbit-cours¬ 
ers then In existence; and with good results, as Improved records 
most plainly testify. The sport of rabbit-coursing has of later 
years given way to dog-ractog, where no rabbits are required, 
the struggle for supremacy lying In the fleetness of the competi¬ 
tors; and an element of cruelty has thus been undoubtedly 
avoided. However, we will proceed to give some notes upon the 
subject kindly afforded us by Mr. George Riper,“of Stockton-on- 
Tees, which, as tbe writer Is practically acquainted with the sub¬ 
ject, will no doubt be of Interest. 

Mr. Raper says: “ Rabblt-courslog, once so popular a sport, 
has gradually waned. Some ten to twenty years ago It was all 
the rage amongst that class with which the whippet dog Is so 
closely associated. The dogs then used were of an entirely dif¬ 
ferent stamp to the dogs of tbe present day—In fact, they were 
terrieri proper. The predominating polort were red and wheaten; 
mauy, too, were blue, with tan marking. These terriers were 
very bard and game, and the best of dogs for cover work. They 
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leggy- . . 

" With the gradual decay of rabbit-coursing, and the introduc¬ 
tion of straight-out running (now the popular amusement) has dis¬ 
appeared the type of terrier formerly used for the former sport. Now 
speed is the main object sought for; the main consideration is to 
get the greatest amount of speed In the least possible size; hence, 
to obtain speed, those Interested in the breed have resorted to 
Italian and Engl tab greyhound crosses. Tou know these dogs 
are now judged on tbe same scale as greyhounds—in fact, many 
of them are so finely bred that they must strike the observant 
eye as being little else than a diminutive greyhound; and not 
only in outline are they alike, but most of tbe smooth specimens' 
are of the same color as the greyhound—we have whites, blacks, 
reds, fawns, brtndles, and compounds from each. 

“ These dogs are very BWlft, and are entirely trained for speed, 
and to run straight. Many will stand on a mark until told to go, 
when they will make the best of their way to their owner, gener¬ 
ally placed within a few yards of the winning post. 

“ No class of dog receives more care or attention; they are 
very carefully fed and attended to, and in many cases receive 
better food than their master or family. I knew an ironworker, 
who only worked a day or two a week; he himself lived entirely 
on bread, but his dog, who was undergoing a preparation for a 
race, was fed upon mutton. Nearly every Ironworker has his 
whippet, and, if he hardly has a coat to hla back, his dog must 
have a good sheet, and, moreover, be muzzled. You can fell 
Geordle if you like, but don't touch his dog. 

** From the above notes you will observe that the dogs formerly 
used for rabbit-coursing were an entirely different stamp to the 
dog now used. 

" I must not forget to mention tbat there are now many rough- 
. haired whippets, but they are built entirely upon the same lines 
as the smooth ones. 

" The rules of rabbit-coursing differ very materially from grey- 
hoiftd coursing; In the latter every wrench, turn, etc., counts 
so many points, whereas In rabbit-coursing these are reckoned 
of no account; the dog that’ kills the rabbit Is declared the 
winner. 

“ Each dog runs on merit, but size is always taken Into 
account. In Newcastle, Durham, and district, tbe general rule 
Is to allow four yards per inch, according to the height of the 
dogs competing. 

“ Until lately the dogs bad to pass under a standard, but it 
was found to be an unsatisfactory way of getting the correct 
height of a dog. Many a dog In reality twenty inches high 
would easily pass the standard at eighteen and one-half Inches. 
This he was trained to do, the usual plan being to place a needle 
In tbe top of the standard;when the dog passed under he pricked 
himself; this In time he learns to avoid by lowering himself. 
Now, the general rule is to have the dogs laid upon their sides, 
and measured from the shoulder-blade to the end of the foot. 

“ By far the mo6t popular sport at the present day Isdog-racing, 
or, as it is termed, etralgbt-out running. 

“ The usual distance of the race Is 300 yards, the rule being 
to allow eight yards per inch, according to the size of the dogs. 

“ Io Leeds; Sheffield, Manchester, and districts, the rules vary; 
the dogs there run 'according to weight. The distance of the 
race Is generally the same as further north—viz., 300 yards. 
The rule Is to allow 2j yards per pound; therefore, the great ob¬ 
ject in these districts is to obtain as tall and light a dog as possi¬ 
ble; whereas, in Newcastle and neighborhood the object Is to 
procure aB speedy a dog as small as possible. 

“ Conditions of course vary in matches. These are arranged 
by mutual agreement.” 

From what has gone before, it will be seen that whippets differ 
little from diminutive greyhounds in their general outline, though 
the difference in speed, of course, is very considerable. 

In training a whtppet for racing there is so far a difference be¬ 
tween this and preparing a greyhound, that the greyhound trainer 
has to keep in view the Importance of stamina as well as speed, 
whilst great pace (b what is most required in a whippet. The 
length of the courses over which dog-races are held, rarely ex¬ 
ceed 200 or 250 yards, and as the track Is level there are no natu¬ 
ral obstacles to be overcome. Thus the work that a whippet la 
called upon to do is of a far lighter character than that of his 
larger relative. Superfluous fiesh must, however, be removed at 
any cost, or tbe dog could never go the pace which he would 
have to do to have a chance of suqgesa in racing. It is not, how¬ 
ever, by any means desirable that he should be over-trained, or 
there will be a decrease in pace through weakness, and to obviate 
all chance of this a whippet should be steadily worked to get off 
his flesh, and only occasionally Indulged with a full-speed gallop 
—which if too often repeated, would defeat tbe object for which 
it was given the dog. 

The food which is given to this class of dog when in training Is 
the best which the master can procure; and many a supporter of 
dog racing goes without himself In order that his dog may have 
the dainties which he cannot afford to give them both. The 
quantity, however, is necessarily limited, the general maxim of 
the trainer In such cases being, “ the best that can be got, but 
not too much of it.” 

It Is most necessary that the dogs in the course of their prepa- 
tlon should be, frequently schooled In the parts which they will 
have to play upon the day of the race, and taught to toe the line 
at starting in tbe correct and orthodox fashion. 

As before Btated, dog-races are conducted on the handicap 
principle; It must, therefore, be apparent how many temptations 
there are to Induce a novice to be unsteady at the mark. When 
in their proper places each dog la held securely by his owner or 
attendant, and their attention Is directed to a person near the 
judge’s box, who waves some object in his hand and encourages 
them to run after him to secure it. All being ready, tbe 
starter fires a pistol, and those holding the dogs release their 
hold' and let them start on their Journey to the Judge's 
box. To distinguish one dog from another It la custom¬ 
ary to make each competitor wear a colored collar, so that the 
Judge can at once deliver his decision without assistance from 
the lookers on. It may be here remarked that each dog Is 
allowed but one person to encourage him by waving an object in 
bis hand as above described, and each of these must be ten or 
fifteen yards beyond the winning line when the dogs reach It, so 
a* to prevent any chance of an opponent’s dog being Interfered 
with. It Is particularly enacted that the object which the run¬ 
ners—as the attendants at the winning-post are styled—wave to 
attract the dogs'attention shall not consist of anything alive; 

»nd usually tbat auy one attempting to weigh or measure one 
dog in place of another shall be prohibited from all future com¬ 
petition for a greater or lees period. The dog which was. to be 
benefited, also, Is liable todlequsllflcstlon as well; andtbesound- 
neeo of this litter rule Is beyond all question, as by Its enforce¬ 
ment a direct check Is pieced upon all fraudulent transactions, 
sinoe detection would depreciate the value of the dog. 

It, la usual to give the dogs a few monthfnla of some strength¬ 
ening food between the heats, and having thla in view a alight 
ncrease in weight le allowed after the flrat beat la concluded? If 
'* condact « d Ob the weight, and hot the height 
principle, rinal)/, to prevent fraudulent agsd being given to 
committees* or perhaps » would be.HMer te say ptw 
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Boone to Guido.

Involuntarily, with the hand of your friend, for as face answeretb 
to face in water, so the heart of man to man?” and “a touch of 
nature makes the whole world kin!” Let me congratulate you 
then, even at thla late date; the delay I explained, on having 
won the benediction of the peacemaker! And doubly won, 
where it was by yourself, os one of the parties; for It is far easier 
than this for a third party, in cool blood, to step In for peace be- 
tween those estranged. Will you censure me, Guido, If I draw a 
little lesson for myself from this pleasantly-memled breach, for 
myself, If not for you and others? Ever since the fine creatures 
came over the water to us, who are our companions and reliance, 
in use of the gun, I have noticed the development of au ele¬ 
ment not favorable to the Improvement of the gentle companion, 
or of thoae he serves. To the luteose gratification of possession 
there has come In addition the keen rivalry; the eager competi¬ 
tion, the challenge, and tbe wager. Ab somewhat on one side, In 
this matter, yet yielding to none In admiration of the beautiful 
dogs, may I say that more bad blood seems to have been gener¬ 
ated in disputes and discussions over them, than In all other 
matters connected with our favorite diversion. I think it is In 
our very nature; the tendency, from the very moment of a wager 
to over-estimate our owu and to disparage the others, the ten¬ 
dency, I say, for an honorable urind fights against it; only the 
fight Is aU tbe harder for a befc^ a wager. Aud when your own 
Btrong prepossession and wager Issued In strong feellDg and 
strong words toward one whom you found to be, in fact, an ac 
qualntance and a friend, I said to myself. It were better for all, 
not to bet, for all might not have the candor of Guido to admit 
and publish offence, even to a friend. No sermoD, no lecture in 
this; you will understand, my dear friend, but an honest wish 
that all of us might see whereto challenge and wager may lead, 
and, in all differences of life, may follow your example of manly 
and gentle amend. 

Speaking of dogs, may I ask if your faithful Cropper is alive 
yet? He, with my Ponto, you will remember, was the basis of the 
famous controversy years ago; first on the dropper, then on the 
the native and the blue blood or Imported dogs. Ponto still re¬ 
mains as staunch and vigorous as ever, and has never Berved me 
better than on geese and grouse the past year.

Editor Chicago Field :—I have been derelict In my duty, 
and have not put In an appearance In your paper these many 
months. Fox-hunting wss wont to be my theme, and when 
will I find another that so calls forth my tenderest feelings and 
makes me say with the poet, “I would I were a child again." 
Yes, Mr. Editor, I have tried a good many of tbe so-caUed sports 
of life, but nothing ever came quite up to fox-hunting. Between 
the ages of seventeen and twenty I have many a time left a warm 
fire and a pretty girl at an early hour to go home and put my 
hounds to bed; now this from a boy of tbat age, as fond of tbe 
girls as a boy of that age only can be, I hold to be something 
remarkable. Perhaps some of you wiseacres may say “He surely 
has never gotten a wife.” Right, Mr. Wiseacre, but then I have 
not given up the hope. If at first you don’t succeed try, try 
again; besides you know it Is never too late to mend. 

As ' P’inters” not hoands, seem to be tbe order of the day in 
the Chicago Field, I will give you what I recently saw of a 
P’inter.” I was riding some ten miles from home along a road 
with woods on the left, and an open field on the right. Ap¬ 
proaching the road In front of me from the field I beheld a 
rustic Nimrod armed with a rusty musket (a relic of the war, 
many of which abound in this country).

Our friend the dog did not “drop to wing” as 
you sportsmen say, for both he and his owner seemed to know by 
experience that a bird on the wing was a matter of but small 
moment to them. 

The man, however, changing his tactics, quit kicking about In 
the brush plies and tall grass, and cautiously approached the point 
where the birds took tbe woods; as he crossed the road just in 
front of me he Btopped, put his gun to his shoulder, aod for sev¬ 
eral moments proceeded to take deliberate aim. At length with 
a roar like that of a young cannon, the old gun belched forth Its 
overcharge of Are, smoke and squirrel shot, and the poor little 
bird, about two-thirds grown, fell from a limb near by, shot 
through and through. Now, the dog was quicker than the man; 
both ran for the prize as fast as they could, but the dog got there 
first, and seemed to be on the point of swallowing It, feathers and 
ail, when io! our huntsman hit him with a stick, with such force 
as to knock him down and the bird out of bis mouth at the same 
time. The poor dog howled with pain, and the brute (the man) 
with a triumphant grin, thrust poor little Boh White Into his 
greasy gamebag—that gamebag made of bed-ticking—where he 
also carried his powder and shot in two glsss bottles, stopped 
with paper. He was loading when I spoke to him, and he used 
a dry leaf for wadding. “ Stranger,” said I, “I see your dog is 
not a retriever.” “ No sah, he’s a 1 pinter,’ ’’ was his brief re¬ 
ply, evidently wondering what sort of an animal a retriever could 
be. I smiled, and rode on; In my turn wondering why his dog 
should be called a “ p’lnter.” 

I have had some fun with the partridges this Fall. I am a poor 
shot, but this makes me enjoy all the more seeing a bird fall 
under my gun. I enjoy seeing a good dog work, but above all is 
“ the witchery of retrieving.” Yes, Mr. Editor, like your cor¬ 
respondent, I don’t want to hunt with a dog that will not 
retrieve ; it seems so like taking a mint julip without the mint. 
Let us have things nice while we are about it. 

The strangest argument I have ever heard ogalnst retrieving 
is advanced by some of tbe sportsmen of this section. They say 
if you let a dog retrieve he will in time get to biting the birds. 

I tell them If they have no confidence In a dog's retrieving, and 
as soon as he gets the bird in his mouth, run up to him and 
choke it away, the dog soon ceases to be a retriever, and then 
gets to biting birds. Nine dogs out of ten if they have not been 
taught to retrieve, will bite birds from the start. 

I would claim the Dame of Luna Queen of the Field for my 
blue Irish setter two and a half years old, raised and broken by 
myself, and now owned In partnership with Mr. Robt. Wbltlofck, 
of this town. Queen of the field she has proven herself against 
every competitor as yet, and I Bhould so like to see her run 
against some of your fancy champions of the field trials, Just to 
see how far she would be left behind. Yet it Is sometimes a 
dog’s misfortune to have too poor an owner.

But on the other side of the question it may be said that ’tis 
best for small flab to swim in shallow water; well, perhaps so ;

as we may,’’ may be true in dog matters as elsewhere.

Editor Chicago Field:— On Sunday morning, the 26th of 
November, I found my little cocker spaniel bitch puppy of six 
weeks old somewhat chilled, and coughing croupy—her appetite 
good, but laborious breathing almost prevented her eating. It 
seemed that peculiar hollow hoarse cough so often observed In 
children. I brought the pup in my house, wrapped her up warm, 
gave an emetic, which operated nicely. I called in my physician 
and neighbor. Dr. P. H. Mason, who applied all tbe usual reme¬ 
dies known to have any effect In a similar case occurring 
In a child; all, however, without avail, as she kept 
growing worse continually—breath coming shorter and 
shorter, until finally she died the next day noon, asphyx¬ 
iated. At my suggestion, tbe Doctor made a post mortem ex¬ 
amination, and found within tbe larynx that peculiar mem¬ 
brane which Is so universally fatal. I have searched all the 
works within my reach, and failed to find any mention of a sim¬ 
ilar case, or any treatise on the subject. Have any of your read¬ 
ers had a like experience? - H. B. VVtgant.

Editob Chjoaoo Field As a sport*man’s as well as a pleas- ! 
ure seeker’s resort, Fox Lake ls'stesdlly developing In Importance. ' 
Back 8ummer brings not only Its contingent of new face*, but 
wbat Is even more satisfactory, It also brings back the familiar 
forms of the old patrons, whose oft-recurring visits may be looked 
(or with the same assurance as that of the martin to the gable 
end of the old homestead. 

This has been the season of extremes, the Summer being 
marked by excessively high water, which materially Interfered with , 
the expectations of sanguine fishermen, yet never sent them away , 
with an empty creel; In fact, the fishing was remarkably good In , 
June. At the present moment the water Is at Its lowest ebb, 
with a veritable ocean beach around these lakes, and a magnlfl- | 
cent layer of Ice, some fourteen Inches thick, pure as crystal, a , 
very fortune that only needs the plucking. If one of the rail¬ 
roads only caught a glimpse of that crop, we should undoubtedly , 
soon see an engineer with his theodolite and grip sack, making 
himself at home In Sayle’s back parlor. 

The shooting has been eminently successful this Fall; that Is, 
the ducks have eminently performed their duty. Of course we 
have had the gentleman who has manifested a most unchristian 
feeling toward hie worthless (1) gun. The six-dram ordnance 
gentleman who, with averted head, has closed both his eyes and 
fired an eight-pound gun, and swore an action at law on Eaton 
for unbecoming conduct In loading shells, to the great detriment 
of collar bones, cheek bones, finger Joints, dependent families, 
etc. ‘The gentleman who will give Eaton particular how-d’ye-do 
for loading hla shells too light; who will give him the same ape¬ 
rient for using No. 6 Instead of No. 4 shot; who thinks he shot 
behind, that time; who knows he shot too far ahead, flfcls time; 
who Is not morally certain, but rather suspect*, he shot above or 
below the next, and now realizes be has been shooting straight at 
the bird right along; who Intends to profit by experience and re¬ 
form on the next shot; who knows be aimed right this time, bnt 
the bird was too far, anyhow; who aimed equally well the next, 
but too close for hlB left choke-bore; wishes he only had thought 
of It and fired the right barrel, but will scoop ’em next time, 
dead sure; who now fires at the head bird In a flock with intent 
to drop the whole family, then levels the second barrel at fleeting 
specks on the horizon; who thinks that after all there’s more fun 
In fishing, or at all events, shooting squirrels with a parlor rifle, 
or In yanking gophers with a linen thread, and who Anally ap¬ 
proaches the slrrab with a muzzle-loading weapon In yon moss- 
colored skin, with the conventional query, of “ What luckl ” and 
buys him out, root and branch. These little disappointments 
will occur at all seasons with the tyros of the craft, whose con¬ 
stant motto should be “ Nil deeperaruium .” 

The experts among our sporting visitors have generally met 
with ample reward, as the month of October and the best part of 
November, afforded ducks for all, and even the unfortunate man 
himself could chase cripples the live-long day and present his 
family with as fine a string as was ever run down on long time. 
Each of our clubs, the Cedar Island, New Chicago Club, Syca¬ 
more and Elgin Clubs, can boast of very fair shooters, but fish¬ 
ing seems to monopolize the lion’s share of attention. 

Fox Lake, however, has also Its hermaphrodites, who use rod 
and gun simultaneously. Thus a gentleman Is not Infrequently 
seen holding a gun In one hand and a trolling line In another. 
Our local oarsmen generally lay, themselves out for this class of 
sportsmen as desirable. They are generally easy to please, will* 
submit to still fishing; will catch perch with great enthusiasm, 
or will allow themselves to be lured Into peaceful blinds in 
harmless situations where ducks are Imminently expected, but 
never arrive. These rigs especially when supplemented with a 
little flask of Bourbon strictly used In common, always elicit the 
bright side of the pusher, who will forthwith annonnce himself 
as the bright star on the job, and Impress on hla patron the 
vital necesslty-of again consigning bis only chance of happiness 
to hl« own trusty care. 

The local Inhabitants have commenced fishing with hook and 
line on Plscataqua Lake with good market success. Fox Lake Is 
still quiet, but the Immigrants are hourly expected. T.

My First Quail. 

New York. 

Editor Chicago Field :—I live so near to the city of New 
York that a quail Is quite a rarity, and as I have not been on any 
protracted hnnttng tours, It has never been my luck to shoot a 
quail until yesterday, Dec. 8. 

I started at 9 o'clock with the Intention of having a try at the 
rabbits, but after an hour's unsuccessful wandering, I came to 
tbe conclusion tbat there were no rabbits In this particular sec¬ 
tion of tbe country. Then I proceeded to hunt over a meadow 
to see If I could not get a few meadow larks, but I met with no 
success; the birds are hnnted too much, and are very wild. Once 
more I started In pursuit of tbe rabbits; this time with a little 
better success. At last I found a track I I followed the trail 
for nearly a quarter of a mile, when, to my great chagrin I saw 
two hunters ahead of me also tracking the rabbit, so I quick¬ 
ened my pace, and fell In with them. We tracked the rabbit 
Into a atone wall, and one of the men, upon peering through the 
holes between the stones declared he could see “ cotton tall;” 
the other looked also, and then I, and sure enough there he was, 
with his brown head and Bhinlng eyes. One of the two men 
pulled out a few stones and made an opening about two inches 
wide, then going back about two yards, took careful aim at tbe 
hole, and fired; the other Inserted his arm In the hole and drew 
out a dead bunny. After looking at tbe rabbit I turned away 
and started for borne, much discouraged. In getting over a 
stone wall, I paused a moment to rest and kick tbe snow off my 
feet. As I was about to jump to the ground, what should I hear 
from the middle of the lot, “Poor Bob White I" Instantly I 
was all eyes and ears to catch the merry voice again; and It came, 
“ Bob White, poor Bob White.”

Editor Chicago Field :—Since Coqnlna visited us, we have 
been living quietly, but recently an ox wagon full of game was 
brought Into camp, that created a little excitement here; and 
thinking It may Interest some of your readers, I will give a slight 
description of It. 

The load was composed of one grizzly bear, four big born 
sheep, eight black tall deer, one badger, and two beaver kits. 
This game was killed by E. G. Paddock, the noted scout and 
hunter of this place, and Howard Eaton, of Pittsburgh, Pa., who 
has been staying here awhile. Howard and Paddock have hunted 
together much of the time this Fall, and P. says that Howard Is 
one of the keeuest and best hunters he has ever met. All this 
Fall the two have been keeping us well supplied with venison, 
mutton and antelope. 

Howard has killed twenty-five or thirty deer since he came out; 
also, antelope, sheep and sharp tall grouse; but be put In 
his “ best licks" during the three days’ hunt which secured the 
load above referred to. 

Paddock wanted company for a hunt twenty to twenty-five 
miles south of the post, lu the Indian country. Howard was 
ready, and they left here Oct. 84, In the afternoon. In the 
three days following, Howard secured three big horns (two of 
them fine rams) four black tall deer, one grizzly bear, two beaver 
kits, and one badger. Tbe bear Is the first killed attbls post, and 
was a large male, weighing over 700 pounds after dressing; made 
twelve gallons “ bear’s oil,” and the claws on hie front feet are 
long as a man's finger—on the bind feet they measure one and a 
half Inches. The rams’ heads are very large and fine, and 
weighed fifty, fifty-two and fifty-seven Bnd a half pounds. Three 
of the four buck's heads are graced with nnusnally fine antlers. 
Mr. H. E. Sargent, of the N. P. R. R., pronounces these the 
finest collection of beads he has seen. 

In September Paddock and H. were out hunting, and from 8 
p. m. until dark, Howard killed a large black tall buck and two 
fine elk—bull and cow. When tbe load of game was brought In, It 
was hauled to Paddock’s “shack,” and crowds of visitors Inspected 
it all through the day. Four Ree Indians had come to my store 
trading, and went to see the game; they used no English, but 
said, “■ Waahta,” meaning “Good.” When they saw the teeth 
and claws of the bear they were greatly surprised. The wolves 
and bears devoured one ram and two deer, but aa It was, the 
oxen had over 2,000 poands to haul over the rough road along 
the river. 

Game le very plenty here, all the large animate except buffalo;

WILL PROTECTIVE ARMOR BE WORN IN THE 
NEXT WAR? 

In view of tbe great and general Interest that is now being 
taken In the subject of rifle practice in tbls country, It la Inter¬ 
esting to contemplate the destructive power of a regiment, or an 
army of such marksmen as would take the field In the event of 
another war. There Is to-day scarcely a city or town of any Im¬ 
portance In the United States, but what bos from one to half a 
dozen rifle clubs. These clubs number from ten to a hundred 
members each, and they are Dearly all good, If not expert markB- 
men. These clubs are in tbe main composed of the very kind of 
material that, lu the event of a war, would be the first to respond 
to a call for volunteers. 

The United Stales army is devoting more attention to target 
practice than ever before. The army regulations now require 
every enlisted man .to lire a certain number of rounds per day 
at the target Regular drill ts also had In estimating distances. 
As a result, a large majority of the men have developed into 
skillful marksmen. Then tbe state militia of tbe various states, 
and nearly all local military organizations are also giving this 
subject of rifle practice the attention which Its Importance de¬ 
mands. 

In view of these facte we could now, In the event of a war, put 
Into the field whole reglmeDts, whole brigades of men, each man 
of whom conld hit a man three times out of five at a thousand 
yards, while In former wars we have only been able to muster a 
company of twenty-five or fifty men out of each division who 
merited thoappellation of “sharp-shooters,” and who could do 
effective service at long range. 

When we come to consider all these facts, and In connection 
with them the great Improvements that have lately been made In 
rifles and rifle ammunition, especially for long range work, we Bay 
It becomes a question of great Interest as to what will be the 
destructive power of a regiment of such riflemen as we have de¬ 
scribed. 

Let us Imagine a regiment of such men entrenched within a 
line of rifle pits In front of a fort which the euemv has decided 
to assault In force, and If possible, captnre. The eoemy forms Its 
assaulting column at a dlstaoce of a mile from tbls line of works; 
the order to advance Is glveo, and the charge Is made. Our line 
of riflemen open fire as soon as they can see the assaulting col¬ 
umn; as It advances they reduce their elevatloDB, with that 
nice judgment and skill which they have attained In all these 
years of study snd practice, and we see that almost every 
shot they fire Is taking deadly effect on the advancing line. 

This is not a merely Imaginative sketch; It Is a rational conclu¬ 
sion well supported by facta. In our former wars the very 
reverse of this picture was often witnessed. Nearly all the balls 
fired, either fell short of tbe object aimed at, or passed over It. It 
has been shown by statistics that on an average only one ball In 
every two hundred fired In action ever took effect, and that It 
took an amount of lead equaling twice tbe average weight of a 
man to kill him. 

But Ibis will be so do more. A great revolution has beeD 
wrought In the matter of rifle service, and a line of troops, a de¬ 
tachment of skirmishers, or a company of artillerymen exposed to 
tbe well directed fire of a body of modern riflemen, at any dis¬ 
tance short of a mile, must soon meet with great loss If not total 
annihilation. Officers on horseback offering larger and more 
conspicuous targets than the footmen would be picked off with 
even greater certainty aud rapidity than the latter. 

What, then, la to be done to meet this advance In the effective¬ 
ness of tbe military rifle! This is a question that 1* already 
attracting tbe attention of army office™. It Is admitted by every 
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one cognizant of tbe facta that some device must be resorted to 
to render comparative protection to the men against this Im¬ 
proved deadly Ore. 

I And what shall It bel History repeats Itself, and has done so 
ever since the beginning of the world. It will probably do so In 
tbls matter. It Is highly probable that recourse will be had to a 
protective armor of some description. 

Gen. G. A. Forsyth, of Gen. Sheridan’s staff, bas suggested the 
idea of a laminated steel shield, large enoagh to cover the body of 
a man, terminating Id a long spike at the bottom, that could read¬ 
ily be sunk Into the ground by a blow to such a depth as to sup¬ 
port It, and thus form a temporary defense In case of a halt In 
action, from behind which the soldier could load aud fire In com¬ 
parative safety. This shield could.be made of polished steel, 
half an Inch thick, with an oval fronk so as to deflect any rifle 
ball, even at short range. For cavatryWvIce and for mounted 
officers tbe spike could easily be placed lu a socket ou the stir¬ 
rup of the saddle, and thus support the wetght of the shield. 
Gen. Forsyth thinks It need not weigh more than eight or nine 
pounds. 

The Idea has been suggested to several other officers, and meets 
with much commendation. 

We have considered this question In relation to our own 
country ODly, but It must be remembered at the same time that 
most European nations' are making aa rapid Improvement In 
small arms and the use of them as we are, and nearly everything 
we have said of the United States troops will apply with equal 
force to ffiose of other nations. 


THE HILTON TROPHY. 

The recent arrival at Gen. Sheridan’s headquarters of this now 
popular trophy has excited so much interest among local rifle¬ 
men, and those Interested in the subject of rifle practice, that 
tbe General has kindly ordered It placed on exhibition at Mat¬ 
son's, corner of State and Monroe streets, where it may be seen 
by all who wish to examine It. Three years ago It was pre¬ 
sented by Judge Henry Hilton, of New York, to be annually 
conteuded for by teams from the military and naval forces of the 
Unlted8tates. At the International match of ’78 and ’79, It was 
won by teams from tbe New York 8tate National Guard. At 
the September meeting of this year It was won by a team of 
twelve men from the Military Division of the Missouri with the 
handsome score of 1,023 out of a possible 1,260, thus Illustrating 
what we have before had occasion to .remark, that tbe rauk and 
file of the army Is making rapid progress in that most Important 
of all soldierly qualifications, the science of rifle shooting. 

The following Is from a printed description of this work of art: 

“The Trophy Is Itself an unique work, aud possesses many at¬ 
tractive qualities to commend It to counolsseurs and art lovers, 
apart from Its higher Interests as an emblem of victory. The 
form Is that of a shield, an irregular oblong shape, drooping like 
a curtain.” (4 feot 1$ Inches high, and 3 feet 9 Inches wide.) 
“ The center presents a superb picture, In repowue steel, of an 
Indian buffalo hunt. lu the foreground three Indian riders, 
mounted upon their spirited ponies, are pursuing with bow and 
lance the leaders of a herd of buffaloes, which extends In Inter¬ 
minable numbers far away lu the dlatance. The action of horse 
aud rider Is admirably expressed, aud the headlong fright and 
fury of the hunted brutes shown with striking reality. The per¬ 
spective, too, la managed with great skill, and the Idea of the 
vast expanse of a boundless prairie Illustrated with wonderful 
effect. This remarkable picture is wrought by the hammer and 
chasing tool, and shows that the artificial expression of action Is 
not confined to the pencil alone, but that the hammer and anvil 
may be made to glow wttb life. Tbe subordinate enrichments 
are even more Interesting and characteristic, Illustrating, as they 
do, the strength In artistic effect, of tbe typical ornaments of the 
North American Indian.”

George Seymour, company L, 4th Cavalry; Private Edward Pres¬ 
ton, company M, 4th Cavalry; Private James B. Donovan, com¬ 
pany B, 19th Infantry. 

The team was under tbe command of Capt. George Shorkley, 
15th Infantry, with Lieutenant Wm. A. Nichols 23d Infantry, as 
team adjutant. General Sheridan has Issued a general order to 
the division congratulating the members of the team, and 
through them the division, upon the splendid success they 
achieved in the match, and expresses the hope that this triumph 
may induce Increased attention on the part of the officers and 
enlisted men, to the Important matter of target practice. The 
contesting teams were from tbe military divisions of tbe Missouri, 
Atlantic aud Pacific, and from the states of New Jersey, Connec¬ 
ticut, and Pennsylvania. , 

Death op Blob Gown at Sea. —The long overdue steamer 
Victoria, In which Blue Gown, Mr. J. R. Keene’s recent English 
purchase, had been shipped, arrived on Nov. 9, but tbe news she 
brought of the fate of the great race horse and sire, were sad 
enough. The vessel left London on 4iov. 18, and soon en¬ 
countered"rough seta; and there Is oo doubt but that tbe tossing 
which she received, after breaking her rudder, on Nov. 35, caused 
Blue Gowu such severe suffering that be was ruptured. Tbe 
enterprise shown by Mr. Keene In his brief career on the turf 
will bring to him the sympathy of the breeding and racing inter¬ 
ests, for In tbe death of Blue Gown, tbe loss falls on all alike. It 
waa Mr.- Keene’s Intention to have established an extensive breed¬ 
ing stud) and to have placed Blue Gown at Its bead. His 
•election of tMe bone was a wife one, and be would have pos¬ 
sessed lu blood, oos of tbs hi as* lu tbs English I tod Book 
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record*. He w*» bred by Sir Joaepb Hurley, In 1868, end wu aired 
by Beedemen (ton of Weatherblt and Mendicant) who won the 
Derby of 1858, and hi* dam wa* Bia Bleu, by Stbckwell, out of 
Vexation, by Touchstone; thus the stout Whalebone blood pre¬ 
dominating. Blue Down’s performance* a* .* two-year-old were 
of such a high order that It made him a great favorite for the 
Derby of 1868. Sir Joseph Hawley had also Green Sleeves and 
Roslcruclan In the race and declared to win with either, believing 
them to bo superior to Blue Gown. The outside public, however, 
stuck faithfully to Blue Gown, remembering his Doncaster per¬ 
formance In which be defeated a field of ten, and the result 
was, Blue Gown won In a canter, and Sir Joseph lost money on 
the race. Blue Gown afterward won the gold cup at Ascot, and 
other events, winning eight out of eleven races. He was after¬ 
ward sent to Germany, where hla success In the stud was marked, 
the winnings of his get being second only to those of Buccaneer.' 
Last year Blue Gown was taken back to England, and made a 
season at Marden Deer Park Stud, Catterham, Surrey, and while 
located there was purchased by Mr. Keene. 
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“ Hub a dub-dub, 
Tbrue meu la a tub."

Among Quails, Pheasants and Turkeys. 

Springfield, Ohio. 

Editor Chicago Field :—I have just returned from a week’s 
shoot In Allen County, 0., and a grand week It waa. Having 
speot a week In Van Wert, the adjoining county, some years ago, 
with good results, I dropped a line to my friend,,Mr. H. Parham, 
Lima, 0., asking him if a few days’ uninterrupted shooting could 
be had, and receiving a very cordial invitation to “ come and 
see," I immediately whistled np Blab (English) and Chief (Laver- 
ack), and followed my lookout telegram to Lima. On changing 
cars at Dayton, I found quite a string of doge aboard the D. & 
M. baggage car, northward bound; among them two Russian 
setters and one English setter, and one very large pointer, belong¬ 
ing to Hon. Geo. H. Pendleton, of Cincinnati, who, accompanied 
by hie son, were billed for St. Mary's Reservoir, to try the duck 
shooting. * \ 

The first day out proved a bad one, snowing all day, bat we 
managed to bog quite a lot of quails and a few pheasants. We 
were accompanied on this day by Dr. Geo. Hall, of Lima, an 
ardent sportsman and genial companion, who “ took the cake ” 
on qnallB tor the day. I had been tracking turkeys through an 
open woods, succeeding In flushing one oat of range, and hearing 
the Doctor banging away on my left, determined to join him; on 
doing so, be Informed me be was having a market with both 
qualleand pheasants. 'Twaa but a moment untiloneof thedoga 
put np a pbeaaEBt, which flew straight at the Doctor, who 
“hipped" his piece and Imagined he would shoot Its bead off, 
which proved truly Imagination; he then turned and cat loose 
with his second barrel, remarking to me that he had paralyzed 
him that time; but I had seen tbe bird go off several yards away 
from him unharmed, which piece of Information the Doctor could 
scarcely credit. “Why!” says he, “I covered him fully.” 
“ Yes," said I, “ and missed him, * allee samee.’ ’’ 

After cleaning oat tbe patch, we again separated: all going 
north for turkey, btjt not a turkey waa seen thereafter. 
Leaving Blah with the Doctor, Mr. Parham and the writer 
worked east some two mtles. We tramped some time before 
a point waa made, when we found his Gordon Fannie froxen 
on a covey In a stubble; calling np Chief to back her, we flushed 
» large covey, whlcb treed near by (aa did almost every covey 
during the day), Leaving them to collect, we poshed on east, 
envying the Doctor, who kept np a continuous fusllade; bat find¬ 
ing no birds we returned and found the birds In tbe same field, 
both dogs pointing handsomely. We put np qnd scattered them, 
and for a half boor had good sport In a clearing adjoining. Chief, 
only ten months old, proved a “star,” pointing atannchly, re¬ 
trieving flnely to command, ranging untiringly, and a winner In 
every way. • Fannie also did some very fine work, and Is a good 
on- It being late, we started for the barn, where we had left 
our teams, and found ont the Doctor had polled out for home. 
We followed with onr rig, arriving In good shape. The evening 
*aa pissed In listening to tbe Doctor's trials and trlbnlatlona, and 
loading sheila for the morrow. 

Leaving early next morning we, Mr. P. and self, accompanied 
by Mr. Shuler and hts Irish setter Fannie, drove ten miles south¬ 
west for turkey grounds; thermometer fifteen degrees below 
zero. We had a splendid game of freeze-oat,'but finally put np 
»t Mr. Kephart'e, where we were haodaemely entertained over 
nlgbt. As soon as we had thawed ont we started for the woods 
[n search of Mr. 1L, who waa ont tracking, there being abont 
joor Inches of anow. We found him on hie knees taking a rab¬ 
bit ont of a tree. Joining os, we proceeded, finding plenty of 
quails and pheasants, but no turkeys. We made a fair bag,which 
would have been larger coaid tbe dogs have done anything wllh 
we scattered birds, which wonld either snow-hide or tree, bnt 
we were after sport, not meat, consequently were satisfied. 

. .!? r 1 refreshing night’* rest we again pat oat, deter¬ 
mined to pat In the day on quails and pheasants, and lose no time 
on turkeys. We found, I hare no hesitation In saying, two 
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hundred pheasants on that day, bnt In thickets, or tree tope, 
among the fallen Umber, and we wonld sometimes flash a dozen 
without getting a shot. We bagged fifteen, and quite a lot of 
quails, and several rabbits. Leaving there at fonr o’clock, we 
arrived In Lima In good time for onr oysters. 

Next morning we took tbe P., Ft. W. & C. R. R. for a short 
distance west, concluding to walk Into town. After considerable 
tramping we found Chief and Fannie, supported l)y Blsb, pointing 
In a fence corner, and we flushed a nice covey which, unfortu¬ 
nately, took to the woods. Dr. Hall, having an eleven o'clock 
engagement, and I desiring to take the 2 p. m. train for home, 
we branched off from Mr. Parham, who found two fine coveys 
shortly after, and bagged a few. 

A more enjoyable trip waa never made, a more thorough set of 
genUemen never met, and with more favorable weather for the 
dogs we should have been supremely happy. We sincerely hope 
to duplicate this trip many times, and most keep In good practice to 
hold up our end with the Lima gentlemen who can shoot nearly 
as well aa they entertain, which la a pretty strong recommenda¬ 
tion from G. W. L.

Believing from what he 
told me thathls powder was a valuable Invention, I did my best 
to push Its sale, and place It before the sporting public. Bnt it 
waa not long before letter after letter began to poor In from all 
sections of the country, glvlflg accounts of the bursting of guns, 
and the balr-breadtb escapes of those using tbe powder In them. 
Every man who had money Invested in the stock of the company 
became alarmed and waa willing to give np all tbe patents, of 
which they had title for twelve years, and the stock Itself to any 
one who would take It off their hands. There came among 
others the following letter threatening action for damages, which 
waa likely to be followed by many others. How utterly foolish 
In the light of all the facts, seems the statement that fear of los¬ 
ing an agency was Influencing me. Rather It was fear of losing 
all I bad. 

Utica, N. Y., June 28, 1879. 

H. C. SqciRBB, Esq., New York: Dear Sir :—We have In our 
hands for collection a claim agalnBt you and the Dlttmar Powder 
Co., for damages done to two guns owned by Mr. Jay C. Smith, of 
this city. 

Tbe Injury consists lu tearing to pieces a nine-pound, twelve- 
gauge Ferries breech-loading ahot-gun of the value of 1150. 

For seriously damaging a ten-pound, six-ounce Nichols & Le- 
fever B. L. shot-gun, ten-gauge, to the extent of $50. This hap¬ 
pened In April last while snipe shooting. 

The powder was bought of you about August, 1878, a five 
pound lot; you can find by reference to Mr. Smith's account on 
your books. The loading waa done precisely as directed by you, 
except the powder waa not tapped in tbe measure, hence the 
charge was not so large as yon permit. The shellB which did the 
mischief were loaded In October, 1878, and a number of tbe shells 
were used In the Fall with safety. The remainder were laid away 
nntll April, when Mr. Smith, In company with a friend, went 
snipe BhootlDg. Tbe friend carried the ten-gauge, and Mr. Smith 
the twelve. The first snipe that rose was fired at by Mr. Smith, 
and Immediately afterward tbe friend fired both barrels from the 
ten-gauge. Mr. Smith's gun came from his shoulder, barrels In 
ODe band, stock It* the other. The right barrel was torn opeD at 
tbe breech a distance of three or four Inches, and tbe shell went 
out tbe opening. The barrels were torn apart quite a distance 
from tbe breech. The breech piece was cracked snd bent, and 
both upper and lower fastenings broken off. Tbe gun bas left, 
one barrel and two locks; everything else la rained. Tbe other 
gan had the fastenings broken and Is strained. 

Botb these guns had previously held larger charges of both 
black and Dlttmar powder newly loaded, and both have shot 
shells ont of the same lot, newly loaded. 

Yqp can give such attention to this as you deem advisable. 
We will begin suit on tbe 15th of July, nnleea tbe matter la 
arranged.

Game Notes from California. 


Georgetown, Cal. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The deer hunting party of whom 
I was one, returned to this village on Thanksgiving Day, and 
anything bnt pleased with our trip. The weather was severely 
cold all tbe time out, and we were drived hastily ont by a severe 
atorm. We only killed four deer, three bucks and a doe. Hotchkiss 
killing two, Robinson one, and Wentworth one; “ Yours truly ” 
never so much as drew bead on one. Deer were not very plen¬ 
tiful where we hnnted. We met two hunters coming out when 
we did,who had killed ten In three days. The deer law begins In 
November In tbla state, bnt the district attorney of this county— 
Eldorado—has extended the time of killing to Dec. 1. Why la 
this thuslyl Can each things lawfully exlatl Quite a number 
of tbe people of this village depend npon their Winter’s meat from 
deer killed by their sons In the mountains daring hunting season. 
Backs, does and fawns go Into the barrel Indiscriminately; and 
houters come from all sections to bant In the neighborhood 
whfcre we camped. Bnt there are boundless wastes for tbe deer 
to breed and propagate, so there are no present fears of extinction. 
And those who do kill deer are fully entitled to them, If they 
hunt over the country the party took me. I will, In October of 
neat year, bant In the region below Lake Bigler, and see if I can 
wipe ont the nnencceeafnl trace* of the trip Jnat ended. 

Qnalls are plentiful, though very strong and wild, and np to all 
the canning that bird I* said to possess. I spent three days 
ahootiog with two friends, ten miles southwest of here near tbe 
south fork of tbe American river and we got over one hundred 
and sixty bird*, bnt onr shooting waa not enviable by any means. 
It will not be a great while till all the quail grounds will be 
owned or rented by tbe shooting clube of San Francisco. Each 
year find* them coming farther np the valley* Qnall Shooters 
are not numerous hereabouts, too small meat altogether, they 
say. A severe rain storm Is now holding away and holding me 
Indoors, much to my dlalwe, and no water fowl shooting nearer 
than the Sacramento river. When It dears up will try the 
quails tin my return to Nevada, when yon shall again be tortured.

Council Bluets, Ia. 

Editor Chicago Field: —It may be Interesting to some of 
your readefs to learn that there has been organized, In Connell 
Btnffs, a dub nnder tbe name of “Tbe Council Bluffa Hunting 
and Shooting Club,” and that such clnb has been Incorporated 
under the laws of tbe state of Iowa. The first mover In this or¬ 
ganization was Mr. John Bereshelm, one of Council Bluff’s best 
and most energetic citizens. He conceived the Idea of purchas¬ 
ing and renting wbat Is known as “Martin’s Lake,” about eight 
miles aonth of this city, and to that end got up a subscription 
paper for the purpose of raising money with which to make tbe 
purchase, each subscriber to be a stockholder to the amount of 
bis anbecriptlon, and limiting the number of subscribers to fifty, 
making the shares ten dollars eacb. It did not take him long to 
obtain the necessary number of subscribers, and on tbe 28d day 
of September, 1880, the club was fully organized, under articles 
of Incorporation. So much for tbe history of the club up to tbe 
time of Its organization. Now for wbat It has done since that 
time. 

It baa secured by rent for a term of years, aud by actual 
purchase, 640 acres of lake, marsh, and dry land, comprising tbe 
best wild fowl hunting grounds In Western Iowa. The club 
baa fenced with a three wire fence the entire gronnde and lake, 
and bas built a substantial bonse upon tbe premises, and have 
furnished It with good cooking stove and cooking utensils, 
chair*, tables, mattresses, lamps, lanterns and other properties 
to make It convenient and comfortable—has a good well, twenty- 
eight feet deep, with pnmp, wash basins, and other apparatus for 
cleanliness and convenience—boxes for dogs and bitching posts 
for horses, and It contemplates building stables and sheds daring 
the Winter, so as to have them ready when the 8pring shooting 
commences. 

The original cost of the Bhares waB $10 each, but since, there 
has been an assessment of $7.50 on each share, so that eacb 
member has actually paid In $17.50, and could Bell out at from 
$25 to $30, If be were Inclined to do so. 

In addition to tbe Improvements above mentioned, the club 
has sown thirty bushels of wild rice seed, and has caused tbe 
brush and drift to be removed from the channel of the creek, 
which meanders almost all around the Inside of the premises, 
giving to the club about three miles ol clear, living, running water, 
from which in every part baas, perch and pickerel can caught 
at all times during tbe fishing season. The premises contain 
lake, about forty acres; marsh, over which men can wade at the 
banting season, about 300 acres; grounds, which overflow when 
the Missouri river Is high, about 250 acres, and as the water re¬ 
cedes constitute the best snipe and plover grounds In tbls sec¬ 
tion of the state; grounds which do not overflow, about fifty 
acres. There Is plenty of timber npon the premises, for firewood for 
the use of tbe club, and to construct causeways and bridges where 
necessary upon tbe grounds. Daring the hunting and fishing sea¬ 
son a man Is employed to take care of the grounds, boats, bouse, 
and other property of the club, and to warn off, and put off tres¬ 
passers, and to file complaints and furnish evidence against Lhem, 
in case of prosecution. 

The writer visited these grounds on the 12th day of Novem- 
berin company with three members of the club, and although a 
poor shot, and using No. 8 shot, In two hours, standing upOD dry 
land, succeeded In bagging eight mallards, while those who went 
Into the marshes bagged from twelve to twenty eacb, and this waa 
sb good an average,considering tbe lateness of tbe season,as thirty 
to fifty would have been ten or fifteen days earlier In the season. 
The season was entirely closed od the I6tb of November,

En Route Southwest.—Game in Kansas. 

Great Bend, Jan. 

Editor Ceiuaoo Field: —I arrived In Kansas City on Tues¬ 
day, Nov. 80tb ult., and took the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Railroad, aa my choice for a genital trip In the Southwest, 
Id the tftereet of the craft. 

As a matter of course, the first thing to see after Is the bag- 
gsge, guns, and dogs of the sportsman, and as to these Mr. W. 
F. White, the general passenger and ticket agent of tbe road, 
whose office Is at Topeka, furnished me the following: “ Bag¬ 
gage Instructions. * * * * All dogs, and all guns, unless 
In cases, must be carried In tbe baggage car, for which no extra 
charge will be made. Tbe baggagemen will give claim checks 
for guns, though not for dogs.” 

At Topeka I Intended to call on A. C. Waddell, and overlook 
his kennel of fine dogs, but it was drizzling rain, and I was too 
tired t^make tbe trip over tbe mile and a halt of muddy and Icy 
road. The sportsmen of tbls place make a good report as to 
quail shooting. 

I next pulled in at Florence, and had two afternoons after 
qnalls. I went ont by myself the first afternoon; shot twenty- 
two times, got three quails, two prairie chickens, and one mal¬ 
lard. Eighteen of the ahots were fired at quails; I was “off,” 
and “ held up.” Tbe next afternoon I was accompanied by Mr. 
Jos. W. Irwin, and we had better sport. He knew where they 
had not been so badly persecuted. We got forty quails aDd two 
chickens. It was not an “off” day with “Joe,” as they call him, 
and I beat my previous score. Qualls are very plentiful here and 
Id fact, In all Southern Kansas east of Larned. Take tbe Atchi¬ 
son and Santa Fe road and you can hardly miss having a good 
shoot, at any station on a creek or water course. I Intended to 
take a goose sboot from this point, but tbe weather got too cold, 
andl took a ride to the country with Mr. W. W. Carney, whose 
father was the second governor of this state. We had a pleasant 
ride, a good dinner at Mr. Tamer’s, shot twelve quails, snd had 
them on toast. 

I go from here to the Rio Grande, and will give you a report 
of that country after I write up the duck and goose shooting of 
the Arkansas Valley. Eland.

Port Royal, Trnr., Nov. 80.—Since the lute cold sn»p get In, 
dock* have been plentiful. All the ponds were frozen over, 
which drove the docks to the river and smaller streams. A 
party of dock hunters from Clarksville, paid our ’burgh a visit 
last week, and again yesterday evening. The party consisted of 
Col. M. H. Clark, Capt Louis Clark, Capt. F. P. Gracy, and a 
young man, name unknown, and two neg oes. This is the way 
they rig up to hunt ducks and geese. They take two skiffs and 
fasten them together alongside of each other. A wide plank 
extending the width of the boats Is nailed across them at the 
bow, upon which two strong reflecting lights like those used on 
railway engines, are placed. The lights refl .ct a long distance— 
or as one of the party put It—“you can see a duck seventy-live 
yards as plainly as at noonday.” They bring out their boats 
from C. to this place and launch them, and descend Red river 
during the night, a9 far as Clarksville. The party had fine 
success the first trip, Killing thirty-five geese, two raccoons, and 
one opossum. Do not know what success they had last night. 
They had a splendid lot of guns, bo the “ boys " said who ex¬ 
amined them; but not knowing the gentlemen personally, I did 
not handle tbelr pieces. They must have royal sport on such 
trips. Bikdo. 

Nashville, Tens., Dec. 10.—Game in abundance Is now com¬ 
ing Into our market; venison, ducks, quails, squirrels and rab¬ 
bits, sell for about the same price as beef. Jim Palmer and 
Hermann Burkholz went to Reelfort Lake during our late cold 
snap, but came home disappointed, the lake being frozen over, 
and game difficult to get at. Several of our best shots I ntend pay¬ 
ing Florida a visit next month. A bear weighing 000 pounds 
was killed last week In East Tennessee; be had been playing the 
wild among the hogs, so the neighbors rose en m<uae and went 
for him. After a chase of twelve hours, he was captured, but only 
after the heavy reasoning of seventeen bullets. I hear from a 
number of sportsmen, complaints of the exorbitant prices 
charged for cartridges; would it not be well for some energetic 
gunsmith to examine Into the matter, as there might be an 
opening down here for such a person. Climax. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 11.—A party of hunters consisting of 
E. H. Qtllman, John E. Long, Frank Eddy, and Superintendent 
of Police Sogers, of Detroit, Jan es Moore, of Toledo, Ohio, and 
Wm.

The ‘‘Widgeon’s” Wanderings in Salt and Fresh Water.

CHAPTER IV. 

• 

My last chapter left the Widgeon lying securely at anchor In 
Whale Cove, and the crew with their future programme already 
mapped out. 

On the morning following our sketching trip to the North 
Head we weighed anchor, and with a light breeze frog,{the 
southeast, headed for Head Harbor Light which lies just off the 
northeastern end of Campo Bello Island, and after making that 
point, hauled our wind a trifle and bore away for the Letlte Pas¬ 
sage which divides the West Isles from the main shore of the 
Province of New Brunswick, and forms one of the entrances Into 
Paasamaquoddy Bay; clearing this we hauled off again and with 
the wind nicely on our port fore quarter, we made a course for 
Minister's Island, under the lee of which we rounded to, dropped 
anchor and stowed canvass, well satisfied with our day’s work, 
more pleased than ever at the way In which our little vessel bad 
behaved, and thoroughly content with ourselves and our seaman¬ 
ship In general. 

Having got thus far on our trip we concluded that the beet 
thing we could do would be to devote two or three days to sport, 
so on the evening of our arrival at Minister’s Island we made up 
a schedule of proceedings and decided that the two watches 
should keep together, and upon discussion It was resolved that 
next day Constable and I should take the boat and try our luck 
at cod fishing In the bay, and York and Harlow were to take the 
canoe and their guns and see with what success they could meet 
on shore among the woods, for we knew there would be lots of 
partridges, the only difficulty In the way being the doubt of the 
gunners’ability to borrow a dog; however, they came to the 
sensible conclusion that If they could not lay their hands on a 
suitable canine they would have to trust to luck and tbelr own 
“ flushing ’’ powers to make a bag. Having settled these Import 
ant qaeetlona we turned In and slept the sleep of the just W r 
were turned out next morning by the cheerful voice of ou 
culinary artist, announcing the matutinal meal, and having dis¬ 
cussed the viands to the complete satisfaction of our 1 Galley 
Slave,’’ we proceeded to the business of the day. 

The boat and canoe were soon over the side, equipped and pro¬ 
visioned for the necessities of the different trips, and the several 
crews taking their places we parted company, greeted with 
a cheer from young Harry whom we had as usual left In charge, 
Constable and I beading for the open waters of the bay, and 
our friends paddling for the shore, both parties full of spirits and 
anticipations of a glorious day's sport. We, In the boat, after 
pulling about a mile from the yacht, concluded that we might 
just as well begin proceedings in that place as any other, and 
accordingly prepared our lines for action. We fished away per¬ 
sistently for a couple of hours without being rewarded for our 
arduous exertions, when the Idea struck me very forcibly that 
neither of us had ever been codfishing before. “ Look here, 
Will,” said I, “ how do you suppose these wretched codfish take 
hold of a hook?” “ I haven’t the remotest notion,” answered 
he; “ but I should fancy they would gobble up the bait, and give 
us due notice of their presence at the end of the line.” “ Well, 
1 have a v*gue suspicion that the codfish does not rush at the 
bait, but takes hold of It very gingerly, and we should, I fancy, 
keep hold of our llnps so that we may be made aware of their 
little attentions to our provision for them. This plan was 
adopted, and found to work admirably, for, In the course of 
another hour we bad about a dosen nice specimens of the gtnue 
cod wriggling under the thwarts. These trophies satisfied our 
thlnt for gloty, and we headed for the yacht, having arrived at 
th* WMlaekm tkat we eewM not de better than spend the net 


of the day on board. We wiled away the hours very pleasantly 
with the Inevitable pipe, and chats of scenes and friends, and the 
pleasures of our trip. Just as the sun was setting we descried 
the canoe coming toward us, and very soon Harlow and York 
were on board bringing with them as tbelr contribution to the 
game bag, a half a dozen brace of floe partridges. They reported 
a splendid day's sport, and having been unable to secure a dog 
they were quite proud of their day’s shooting, which they were 
perfectly sure would have been more successful had they been 
able to have laid hands on a good partridge dog. 

Early to bed again, and the next morning proving fine we bad 
the anchor up snd sails set soon after breakfast, and bore away 
down the bay fur Eaatport, which port we made In a short time; 
here we found several American yachts and Friday and Saturday 
were devoted to racing, boating, and every sort of amusement 
that a party of jolly yachtsmen could devise. The fact of our 
friends from the Great Republic having some ladles among tbelr 
number, did not In the least detract from the enjoyment of the 
few days we were together, and the remembrance of the courte' 
ales extended and pleasant acquaintances formed, remained with 
the crew of the “ Widgeon" for many and many a day. Monday 
morning the fleet parted company, the Dart, Foam and Violet 
southward and homeward bound, and we for another cruise on 
Passamaquoddy Bay. 

We roamed around these waters, now fishing and again land¬ 
ing part of our number to try their luck among the streams and 
woods, seeking their game with cartridge and fly, until the Thurs¬ 
day of that week, when with a fresh breeze we stood away again 
for the Letlte Passage, having gained and passed which opening, 
we found ourselves once more on the open waters of the Bay of 
Fundy. A consultation was held and It was unanimously re¬ 
solved that we make a course for the southwest bead of Grand 
Manan, thence strike off for the Nova Scotia shore and from there 
bear away for home; this proceeding would, with anything like 
fair wind and weather take us, we calculated, until perhaps 
the Tuesday of the next week, and after this cruise was finished 
we could take the yacht to the upper end of the bay for a week 
or so before the weather became too cold and unsettled for com¬ 
fortable yachting. 

The wind had now veered round southwest, so we ran, close- 
hauled, for Owen Head at the end of Campo Bello Island, from 
there we shaped a course for South West Head on Grand Manan, 
the breeze still holding on fresh and causing ns once tu a while 
to have a doubt as to the advisability of keeping all the canvas 
on the yacht, but as the sensation of bounding and tearing through 
the water at a thirteen knot gait was so pleasant we concluded to 
let her run as she was, unless the wind Increased. We made the 
South West Head about three In the afternoon, and rounding the 
point in good style, we hauled her up a bit, and bore away for 
Gannet Rock Light, to which another hour’s sailing brought 
us; striving here, we eased sheets, wore round, and put 
our prow for Point Lepreaux, on the New Brunswick shore, 
Intending to run up Into Mace's Bay for the night and 
pursue our cruise by daylight, tor up to this time 
we had not ventured ourselveB on the water a whole 
night at a time, having fortunately been enabled to make a har¬ 
bor before night bad fairly set In. On we went then, the yacht 
feeling her sails and laying over so that her starboard gunwale 
was only about half a foot out of water and occasionally she 
would rise on a whve and come down with a splash, sending the 
spray flying aft, and effectually drenching her crew, who, far 
from being In any way dissatisfied at this proceeding, were only 
too delighted with the speed at which the boat was going to do 
any growling because it was accompanied by a dash now and 
tbeu of salt water. An hour or so after we had left the Gannet 
Rock astern the wlDd commenced to rise, and we very soon dis¬ 
covered that the “ Widgeon ” was carrying too much canvas; a 
single reef was accordingly put In the jib, fore and maln-salls 
and the flying jib was stowed. This made the yacht run easier and 
freer but as the wind still Increased in violence and the sky be¬ 
came cloudy and gloomy, giving every Indication of a fast ap¬ 
proaching atorm, we set to work with a will and soon double 
reefed the fore and mainsails, and took In and stowed the Jib. 
The wind was now blowing half a gale and the yacht was pitch¬ 
ing and railing and tossing about In a way that rather caused us 
to wish we were safe at anchor In some secluded harbor; the 
sea once In awhile washed aboard, and gave us frequent and un¬ 
solicited baths; one wave more energetic than Its felloes, 
audaciously carried away on Its crest our boat and cano*. leaving 
us entirely destitute. Then for the first time we began to feel 
anxious, and darkness coming on, did not tend to allay our fears. 
I, knowing tbe coast better than my companions, left the wheel, 
where I had been stationed, in charge of Harlow and went 
forward as lookout, knowing that before very long we should 
make Lepreaux Light, and then I felt our troubles would be over, 
for I had no doubt of my ability to run the Widgeon up Into 
Mace’s Bay, where we would find a good haveu and safe 
anchorage; but “Homme propoee male Dieu dispose,” says the old 
French proverb; and so we found out to our sorrow. We made 
the light all right about six o'clock, and dark enough It was too. 

I gave the order, “ Starboard the helm," and we ran up Mace’B 
Bay, about a quarter of a mile off shore, the roar of tbe waves as 
they dashed on the rocky strand conveying no pleasant sound to 
us, and making us feel anything but comfortable. I still 
kept my post as lookout, and was endeavoring to make up 
my mind bow far I should let her run, when I sud¬ 
denly saw dead ahead' of me the low loom of the 
land; before Harlow could act on my order to “Port 
hard portf” we struck, dragged, rose up on tbe crest of a wave, 
and struck again, this time «1th a crash. In a moment all was 
confusion, but, fortunately for us, we were a cool-headed lot, 
and soon regained our senses; we got forward and found that tbe 
entire ship’s company was there, and safe; we also discovered 
that t v e Widgeon was hard and fast, and though tbe sea was 
washing over her, and making our position not only uncomforta¬ 
ble but precarious,that each succeeding wave appeared to come s 
trifle farther from us, so we concluded the tide was on the ebb, 
a discovery which gave us no little ease as we knew It would be 
broad dayllgbfitoefore It was high tide again. That night was an 
aoxlolie one for all of os, and I gave myself no small blame fof 
putting the Widgeon where she was, but the rest of the boys 
came to my rescue, and comforted me with tbe pleasant assur¬ 
ance that If either of them had been acting In my capacity they 
would have piled her up on Point Lepreaux Itself, In which case 
our position would have been ten-fold worse than It now was, 
and our chances for escape very slim. Day, so long and earn¬ 
estly looked and hoped for, came at last, calm and clear, and to 
the eager question, “ Where are wel" I Immediately responded, 

II On the Salkeld Islands, and mighty lucky we are that we were 
not run up on tbe main shore.” We found, on examination, 
that tbe Widgeon was a wreck; there was a hole In her bottom 
you could drive a horse and wagon through, both topmasts and 
her jlbboom were gone, and she presented altogether a most de¬ 
moralized and heart-rending spectacle to her weary, wet and 
woe-begone crew. 

Getting ashore wss attended with no difficulty,and the sight of 
the wrecked yacht having attracted some of the residents to the 
main shore, ws soon found ourselves on tsffa firms thankful for 
having escaped from the perils of the deep so easily, hot sad at 

heart when we lashed toward Mr heam ft t hoe* wHeh sack a 


short time before had been s source of pride and joy to her own¬ 
ers, and now lay a ruin and an emblem of shattered hopee and 
rudely dispelled pleasures. 

Our flrat transaction on reaching shore was to accept the offer 
o 1 an old fisherman who tendered tbe magnificent sum of one 
hundred dollars for the “ Widgeon ” Just as Bhe lay, barring of 
course our personal effects, which we had at once brought on 
shore, snd In s ssd pickle they were, our gUDS rusty snd wet, 
rods broken, and wearing apparel In a state that prophesied an 
early visit to our clothier’s. The next piece of business wss to 
charier a conveyance In which to reach home, and we were soon 
bag and baggage en route for tbe place, which, such a short 
time before, we had left care free and light of heart, aod were 
now returning too full of aaduesa at tbe disastrous ending to our 
trip, and sadder still, considerably out of pocket. We arrived at 
home without further accident, and were not sorry to have a 
Chance to chaDge our garments snd assume a garb more In ac¬ 
cordance with the ncceselllea of city life. 

Tbua ended the cruise of the Widgeon, related, I am afraid, In 
a lame and halting manner, but not, I hope, without eome little 
pleasure to a few readers, at leaat; as for myself, when writing 
down the recollections of the days spent on board of our yacht, 
I have again and again seen the beautiful craft in all the glory of 
her spread of canvas flying before the breeze like a creature en¬ 
dowed with life, and breasting the curling waves with all the grace 
and ease of her namesake. Again before me come the forms of 
my friends and fellow yachtsmen. I hear tbe earnest tones of 
York; the gay, lively talk of Harlow, and the pleasant voice of 
onr artist companion. Alas, when will we four come again to¬ 
gether! Never, perhaps, on this side of the Great Divide, but 
still though leagues of sea and countless miles of shore separate 
us,still through,and by the aid of, that great connector—tbe post- 
office—we, from time to time, refresh tbe memories and recall the 
pleasures of the too brief days spent on tbe deck of the Widgeon. 

I hope, aod sincerely, that any reader of this poor tale of mine 
who may be fortunate enough to be the happy possessor of a 
yacht, may not end Borne cruise In tbe untimely way In which we 
did oars; for believe me, when we turned away that day and cast 
a long look at our noble boat lying wrecked and ruined on the 
shores of that lslaod, we Individually felt that the loss of a dear 
and near friend could not have more oppressed us, and I am sure 
that more th in one of us felt a rising In the throat and a moisten¬ 
ing of the eye as we realized the stern fact that no more would 
we, iu gay and happy moods, guide the Widgeon when and where 
onr fancies led us. Many a time I think of her, and often when 
I look over the blue expanse of that noble lake by whose shores 
I now dwell, I wish that I were once more on the deck of the 
Wldgeoo, once again felt tbe wheel spokes under my hand, or with 
my old time friends, seated round her table, and recounting the 
events of the past day. Tbe reality is gone, but the remembrance 
Is ever with me of the “ Wldgehn’s wanderings In salt and freBh 
water.”

A Pair of Whnt-arc-they Ducks. 

Quincy, III. 

Editor Chicaqo Field: —One of our hunters was hunting on 
Bear creek, about eight miles north of the city, quite recently, and 
killed a pair of ducks, the like of which our old duck huuters have 
never seen before. I will describe them as follows, and would 
like to hear from some naturalists as to what they are. 

The male, apparently, la marked as follows: Bill, shape like 
mallard; color, nearly black, striped at point by light slate; head, 
shape of mallard; color to neck, Invisible green, almoet black; a 
band three Inches wide around the neck, perfectly white.; breast, 
color of mallard; body to tail speckled like female mallard; back 
to tall, color, very rich black brown, like wood-duck; no curled 
tall feathers; tall, tapering, color same as back; wings, almost 
white, speckled with gray underneath, on top very dark brown, 
large feathers tinged with green, from the last joint to tip per¬ 
fectly white ;«feet, orange color. 

The sire of the ducks are very nearly as large as a brant, and 
somewhat resemble It In shape, the pair weighing nine pounds. 

Its mate, I presume a female, la marked as follows: Size and 
shape the same; head and bill shape of mallard,size about like 
brant; color of bill same as male; head, a very’ dark purplish 
browD, tinged with green, underneath the head pure white, ex¬ 
tending to middle of body, the left side the white extends about 
four Inches Dear to tall; tbe right side body has a rich, golden 
brown, tbe tips of feathers tipped with black; the balance of 
body to tall Isa plain lightish brown; the wings underneath like 
tbe male, almost white; back very dark, almost black, tinged with 
a golden green; the top of wings, near the body, color of the 
back, one-half to tips perfectly white; feet and legs, orange color. 

I thought, on bearing a description of them, that they were 
tame ducks, but on seeing them, SDd knowing where they were 
shot, 1 am convinced they are not Some of our sports think they 
are a cross between a mallard and a brant. They are cow In the 
hands of a taxidermist. Wm. Noakss. 


An Owl’s Revenge. 

A remarkable Instance of Intelligence shown by an owl In con¬ 
ceiving and carrying out a project of vengeance on a farm 
laborer, who had destroyed a whole family of young ones before 
they had gained the requisite strength to take wing, Is related 
by a French provincial journal. An owl had bnllt Its nest In an 
old oak tree, which grew near a farm In the commune of Beau- 
vry. Us mate had laid during the month of July several eggs, 
which In due time developed Into a promising progeny of young 
birds. A farm laborer, moved by a sentiment of aversion for 
owls, which Is common In country parts, determined a few days 
eg > to ent short tbe Uvea of the young ones, and qjiooslng a 
favorable opportunity, put his project Into execution. The In¬ 
fant owls were taken away from the maternal nest and massa¬ 
cred, bnt by what followed. It will be seen the parent birds did 
not allow their tragical fate to remain unavenged. On several 
evenings succeeding that daring which the nest had been plun¬ 
dered, the villagers returning from tbe fields remarked the male 
owl flying In an agitated msnnen. round the farm. Darings 
whole week It hovered near the farm, biding Its time, snd at 
length the right moment arrived. Tbe young man who had so 
ruthlessly exterminated the brood of owls was crossing the 
threshold of the farm at dnek when the bereaved bird swooped 
down on him from the tree where It was keeping watch, and with 
surprising ewlftneas tore oat bis left eye with Its claws. The 
Intolerable pain cabsed by this sodden attack,made the TlCtlm of 
It swoon awaj. When be recovered conacloninsas, and had bsd 
his wound dressed, h n related tbe circumstances under which be 
had received it, and a search was Instituted to discover whether 
the owl was still lurking In the vicinity. No trace* of It were, 
however, to be fooad, but (he yonug man will have reason to
